The prior arts of record teach an electronic device includes an embedded diagnostic 
microcontroller that is configured to access and communicate to one or more programmable 
logic devices within the electronic device. The microcontroller includes logic that establishes and 
controls communication to a communication network, communication is further established with 
a diagnostic/repair center. The diagnostic/repair center transmits diagnostic commands to the 
microcontroller from a remote location. Jacobson (U.S. Patent number 7,020,598) is one such 
example of prior art. The prior art of record, however, fails to teach, singly or in combination a 
programmable logic device that comprises a programmable logic that includes test logic, a hard- 
coded microprocessor is embedded within the programmable logic and test logic tested using a 
test routine under control of the microprocessor.
